currency back toward its p ar 
v alues. 
Dealers in som e m a rk e ts 
were too busy to giv e reasons 
for the wild selling of dollars 
and the continuing boom in 
gold, but it looked like a loss 
of 
c o nf i d e nc e 
in 
p a p e r 
money . 
The dollar was steady in 
Toky o, 
where 
the 
m arket 
op ens earlier than elsewhere. 
It m anage d to gain half a y en 
to close at 265.50. 
But in Paris, Brussels, A m ­ 
s te rd a m and F rankfurt, the 
dollar p lunged to its lowest 
p erm itted lev el before the 
state banks of Belgium, the 
Netherlands and West G e r ­ 
m any sta rted buy ing to s up ­ 
p ort the rate. 


The Swiss national bank 
was also rep orted sup p orting 
the dollar ev en though the 
Swiss franc has been floating 
for m ore than a month. In 
Zurich, one of E ur o p e ’s most 
v olatile currency 
m a rk e ts , 
the dollar p lunged to a record 
low of 3.21 Swiss frances, but 
by noon it had snap p ed back 
to 
3.1650, 
still 
far 
below 
T h ur s d a y ’s closing 3.2475. 
The dollar also fell in Lon­ 
don. with the p ound c o m ­ 
m anding almost $2.50 at the 
o p e ni ng. 
a f t e r 
c lo sing 
T h urs d ay at $2.4610. Then the 
p ound fell back to $2.4720. 
Gold op ened in London at a 
staggering $9 4 an ounce, r e ­ 
p eating 
T h urs d a y ’s

They intend to m ake a m a ­ 
jor effort against about one 
third of the D em ocratic in­ 
cum bents, and the South has 
been singled out as a special 
ta rg et for potential R epubli­ 
can gains in Congress.

R e p u b lic a n s 
announced the sta rt of a n a ­ 
tional “ talent s e a rc h ” to un­ 
cover attractiv e GOP candi­ 
dates with a good chance of 
k n o c k in g 
off 
e n tre n c h e d 
D em ocrats. 
The early and m assive po­ 
litical operation was laun­ 
ched a t a tim e when m any 
Republicans in Congress are 
still resentful over the way 
P resid en t Nixon’s re-election 
cam paign w as conducted last 
Fall. 
T hat cam p aig n focused ex ­ 
clusively on the President, 
and while resulting in a 61 per 
cent victory m argin for him it 
had alm o st no coattail effect 
on 
G O P 
c a n d id a te s 
who 
m an ag e d to pick up only 15 
new seats. 
Brown said a list of from 65 
to 80 congressional districts is 
being draw n up, and a dozen 
five-m an Republican team s 
will tour those localities this 
Spring to uncover potential 
candidates.

D em ocrats have controlled 
the House since 1954, and now 
have 244 m e m b ers co m p a r e d 
to 191 R e p u b lic a n s .

President Nix o n, in his effo rt to reduce the 
bigness o f go v ernment and take it o ut o f in­ 
v o lv ement in m any aspects o f American life, 
no w is pro po sing the phasing o ut o f farm 
subsidies. 
This, like the eliminatio n o f the Office o f 
Eco no mic Oppo rtunity , is bo und to pro v o ke 
o ppo sitio n. 
Such actio ns, which inv o lv e taking away 
instead o f giv ing, require co urage. Fo r­ 
tunately the President, in his seco nd term, 
do es no t need to wo rry abo ut the po litical 
repercussio ns o f his actio ns. His initiativ es 
can be based so lely o n what he determines is 
in the interest o f the natio n. 
WE BELIEVE THAT altho ugh Mr. Nix o n 
w'o uld like to be a po pular president, he is 
mo re co ncerned with perfo rming in the true 
interest 
o f 
o ur 
co untry 
than 
with 
the 
po pularity o f his judgments and actio ns. 
Hence his decisio n to abo lish (Co ngress 
willing) direct pay ments to farm ers to sub­ 
sidize their cro ps, and limits o n ho w much a 
farmer is permitted to gro w and still remain 
eligible fo r the subsidies.

“ shield” newsmen fro m co urt requirements to rev eal their 
co nfidential so urces. 
The debate o v er the legislatio n has div ided bo th the jo ur­ 
nalistic pro fessio n and the Co ngress. 
Our Washingto n Bureau inv ited two co ngressmen, with 
o ppo sing v iews o n the issue, to o utline the pro and co n 
arguments. 
Taking the pro po sitio n is Sen. Alan Cransto n, a Demo crat 
fro m Califo rnia, and fo rmer repo rter fo r the wire serv ices who 
was a fo reign co rrespo ndent. 
Taking the co n po sitio n is Rep. Charles E. Wiggins, a 
Republican also fro m Califo rnia, an atto rney admitted to 
practice befo re the U. S. Supreme Co urt and a member o f the 
Ho use J udiciary Co mmittee.

Fro m firsthand

co mpanies. But he turned the 
deal do wn. The mills were 
o bso lete, he said, and labo r- 
m anagem ent relatio ns po o r. 
Yet the science and tech­ 
no lo gy is at hand to impro v e 
the tex tile mills. 
Ano ther friend, this o ne an 
en gin ee r 
fo r 
o ne 
o f 
the 
n atio n ’s m ajo r eq u ipm en t 
pro ducing co m panies, so me 
time back m ade a surv ey o f 
majo r mills in selected areas 
o f the co untry . He was able to 
suggest, o ffhand, pro ductio n 
impro v ements which wo uld 
increase o utput by 10, 15 and 
in so m e cases 20 per cent with 
v ery mino r new inv estment. 
With majo r capital input and 
imaginativ e new pro ductio n 
metho ds these firms co uld 
h av e cut o p eratin g co sts 
sharply . 
THE PROBLEM here was 
no t the lack o f techno lo gy , o r 
that 
the 
tech n o lo gy 
was 
hidden in so m e back drawer. 
The pro blem w as a lack o f 
initiativ e. 
A German remarked the 
o ther day 
that 
if 
Detro it 
wo uld o nly wake up. use its 
imaginatio n, it co uld pro duce 
cars that wo uld capture a 
co nsiderable 
share 
o f 
the 
wo rld market. Detro it has the 
techn ical 
kno w -ho w , 
this 
German said, but no t the 
imaginatio n o r the will. 
No te that in the two cases 
m en tio n ed , 
the 
m ajo r 
pro blem is no t cheap fo reign 
labo r. 
It 
is 
no t 
fo reign 
technical superio rity in the 
labo rato ry . It is management 
m anagement which has 
abdicated 
its 
respo nsibility 
fo r inno v atio n. 
This repo rter remembers 
interv iews with Detro it auto 
makers o v er the y ears in 
which 
they jeered 
at 
the 
co ncept o f small cars. Who 
wo uld want a sm all car, they 
said, when he co uld buy a 
bigger o ne? The answer, o f 
co u rse, 
is 
tho u sand s 
o f 
Americans and tho usands o f 
A sian s, 
E u ro p ean s 
and 
I^atins. 
WE HAVE in this co untry 
tho usands o f plants which are 
the env y o f the wo rld. But 
almo st 
side 
by 
side 
are 
tho usands mo re which are 
o b so lete, w hich 
turn 
o ut 
go o ds at high co st. And in to o 
many cases these go o ds do 
no t meet the tastes o r the 
needs o f sizable segm ents o f 
the 
American 
and

We frequently buy no t what 
we 
w ant 
but 
w hat 
is 
av ailable, then spend much o f 
o ur time hav ing it repaired o r 
altered. And in 
to o many

newsmen co uld no t guarantee 
co nfidentiality to their news 
so urces? 
It is generally reco gnized 
that these so urces wo uld dry 
up. That’s no t surprising. As 
a 
po lice department 
o ften 
must depend o n a tip to so lv e 
a crime, so an inv estigativ e 
repo rter o ften must depend 
o n a kno wledgeable, inside 
info rmant to be able to dis­ 
co v er abuses o f po wer and 
bring them to public atten­ 
tio n. But info rmants who fear 
fo r their jo bs — and so m e­ 
times fo r their liv es — rarely 
d iv u lge in c r im in atin g in ­ 
fo rmatio n unless they feel 
sure that their identity will be 
kept secret.

Ho w many po tential info r­ 
mants will be eager to talk to 
the press o nce they realize 
that the repo rter m ay be 
co mpelled to testify if there is 
“ pro bable cau se” to believ e 
that the info rmatio n they giv e 
him is “ clearly relev ant” to a 
suspected crime? Or that the 
info rmatio n must be ex po sed 
in o pen co urt “ to prev ent a 
miscarriage o f justice? ” Or 
because o f “ co mpelling and 
o v erriding natio nal interest” 
o r fo r reaso ns o f “ natio nal 
security ? ”

WE ALL KNOW THAT the

All su ch q u alificatio n s, 
tho ugh intended to pro tect the 
public, are in fact self-defeat­ 
ing. They wo uld hurt, no t 
help, the public. 
Take as 
ano ther ex am ple a pro po sed 
bill that wo uld depriv e the 
news so urce o f ano ny mity 
where there is “ a threat to 
human life.” 
If the identity o f a member 
o f the Mafia is ev er rev ealed 
in co urt because he tipped o ff 
a repo rter to a planned mur­ 
der, it wo uld pro bably be the 
last time that a m em ber o f 
the Mafia — o r any o ne else 
who do esn’t want to be “ fin­ 
gered” — tips o ff a repo rter 
to a murder. 
Mo reo v er, what co nstitutes 
a threat to human life? Is bad 
meat so ld to the public a 
threat to human life? Last 
J uly . William Av ery , news 
directo r o f Channel 
13 in 
Springfield, Mo ., wro te to tell 
me abo ut substandard meat 
pro cessing plants in the state 
that the statio n’s repo rters 
had learned abo ut thro ugh 
co n fid en tial so u rces. The 
statio n bro adcast the sto ry . 
IF THE “ THREAT 
to hu 
man life” ex ceptio n applied 
in this case, as well it might, 
then the statio n’s newsmen 
co uld be co mpelled to identify 
the so urce o f their sto ry . With 
that precedent, ho w many 
o thers wo uld dare tell a new s­ 
man 
abo ut 
u n w h o leso m e 
co nditio ns in a fo o d pro c­ 
essing plant in the future? 
Similarly , this in turn co uld 
ex tend to pro duct safety o f 
any kind. A wo rker in a fac­ 
to ry might no t dare rev eal to 
a newsm an that the po wer 
saws his plant pro duces are 
defectiv e fo r fear that his 
identity wo uld be rev ealed in

If newsmen are co mpelled 
to testify abo ut crim inal 
info rmatio n they may po s­ 
sess, mo st if no t all o f them 
will so o n cease to be recip­ 
ients o f criminal info rmatio n 
and so , hav ing no thing to 
testify abo ut, will no lo nger 
be subpo enaed to testify . 
That may be o ne way o f re­ 
so lv ing the current co ntro ­ 
v ersy , but it is no t the way I

It is asking the Co ngress to 
enact a federal law “ shield­ 
ing” a news repo rter fro m 
testify ing to facts within his 
kno wledge befo re 
adm inis­ 
trativ e and legislativ e agen­ 
cies, co urts and grand juries. 
The questio n is: Is it in the 
public interest to giv e a new s­ 
man the pro tectio n he seeks? 
Or, to phrase it ano ther way : 
Sho uld the public be denied 
info rmatio n in the po ssessio n 
o f a newsman which bears 
upo n a public issue, such as 
the names o f tho se guilty o f a 
serio us crime? 
It is no t an easy questio n to 
an sw er 
s in c e 
co n flic tin g 
public v alues are inv o lv ed. 
To be sure, it is o f impo rtance 
to all o f us that the press be 
free and ro bust, and to be so , 
it must receiv e info rmatio n 
o ften av ailable o nly in co nfi­ 
dence. On the o ther hand, the 
fundamental public interest 
is no t to read abo ut crim e and 
misco nduct, but to do so m e­ 
thing abo ut it. 


IF A REPORTER 
frus­ 
trates 
this 
fun dam en tal 
public interest fo r no o ther 
purpo se than to titilate o ur 
curio sity co ncerning news o f 
crime, so ciety surely suffers. 
It m ay be helpful to put this 
co ntro v ersy in histo rical and 
legal perspectiv e. 
The co mmo n law — which 
is the respected ancesto r o f 
o ur o wn laws — nev er reco g­ 
nized the special priv ilege 
no w so ught by newsmen; no r 
has the First Amendment to 
o ur 
Co nstitutio n 
gu ar an ­ 
teeing freedo m o f the press 
ev er been understo o d in the 
182 y ears o f its ex istence to 
hav e pro v ided newsm en with 
the “ shield” they no w seek. 
It is true that a few states — 
18 in all — hav e enacted so me 
v ariatio n 
o f 
a 
new sm an’s 
shield law. It is thus also true 
that 
the 
o v er w h e lm in g 
majo rity o f states (32) and 
the federal go v ernment hav e 
no t fo und it 
necessary 
to 
legislate in this field. 
N o tw ith stan ding the ab ­ 
sence o f the pro tectio n news­ 
men no w deem as abso lutely 
essential, it is accurate to 
o bserv e that the press is hale 
and heartv . As it sho uld be.

Deputy 
Premier Stylianos Patakos. 
"only nonstudents, only those

Some student leaders say 
that, if the draft order is not 
repealed, most of the remain­ 
ing 15.000 students in Athens 
— and many of the 15,000 
outside the capital — will join

Patakos on Thursday told 
newspaper editors they would 
not be permitted to print sto­ 
ries or picture about student 
rioting.

FD A to Approve 
‘Morning-After’ 
Birth Control Pill 


W A SH IN G TO N 
( A P ) - 
Birth control will enter a new 
dimension 
soon 
when 
the 
government form ally ap­ 
proves the controversial drug 
DES as a 
"morning-after 
pill” for women who didn’t or 
couldn’t take precautions 
before intercourse. 
Knowledgeable authorities 
say 
the Food and Drug 
Administration's announced 
decision to approve what had 
been widespread unapproved 
prescribing is likely to make 
the drug available to more 
women. 
Some experts contend the 
FDA is moving too quickly, 
while questions of safety re­ 
main unanswered. 
But the government says 
that diethvlstilbestrol, or 
DES. taken as directed, is 
safer than an abortion. 
Confusion over the F D A ’s 
intentions 
arose 
when 
Commissioner Charles 
C. 
Edw ards 
told 
Congress 
Wednesday that D ES should 
be 
considered 
“ as 
an 
emergency treatment only.” 
General Counsel Peter 
B. 
Hutt suggested rape, incest 
and 
women 
in 
“ mental 
shock” 
as 
possible 
emergencies. 
“ We want it (D ES) to be 
available for a college fresh­ 
man who gets carried away 
the night before, is literally in 
a state of panic and wants 
contraception,” 
Hutt 
said. 
The FD A ’s primary con­ 
cern, he added, is not to cut 
back current uses but 
to 
prevent potential abuses. 


In fact, the FD A is having 
trouble defining emergency, 
and concedes it couldn’t en­ 
force the definition anyway 
because it regulates drugs 
and not doctors. 
DES has been available as 
a prescription drug for more 
than 
30 
years, 
for 
the 
treatment of prostate cancer 
and gynecological disorders. 
Although doctors long have 
known 
that 
the 
synthetic 
e s t r o g e n 
p r e v e n t s 
p reg n an cy,

Dear Dr. Lamb— My wife 
and I are good Christians and 
we don’t have much money, 
but if anything should happen 
to us we would like to do 
something for humanity.

We don’t really 
know how to go about this. If 
we could contribute to saving 
someone’s life who needed a 
kidney or heart it would be 
worth more than any money 
we could leave behind. If that 
isn’t possible then 
even 
contributing to science by 
making our bodies available 
for study would be some help. 
Could 
you help 
us 
ac­ 
complish this by telling us 
how to go about this? We 
don’t 
want 
to 
ask 
just 
anybody 
as not 
everyone 
would understand. And we 
are not anxious to pass over 
the great divide either, we 
just want to do our part for 
making this a better world to 
live in. We think this would be 
better 
than 
an 
expensive 
funeral that really won’t help 
anybody 
except the 
un­ 
dertaker. 
Dear Reader— 
You are 
not the first couple to write 
me 
with 
this 
or similar 
questions. 
The 
recent 
developments in transplants 
have stimulated many 
to 
want to do something of a 
similar nature. Your letter 
represents a healthy attitude 
toward death. 
There is a fine new book 
written 
by 
David 
Hendin 
called “ Death as a Fact of 
Life,” (published by W. W. 
Norton & Company, 55 Fifth 
Avenue, 
New 
York, 
New 
York 10003; price $7.50) that 
you would find very helpful. 
Hendin 
has 
written 
a 
readable and informative 
book on the subject. He tells 
you that to make a donation 
all you need is a card or other 
written document, samples of 
which are available from 


your doctor or your local 
branch 
of 
the 
Kidney 
Foundation. 
Then 
if 
a 
situation should arise where a 
kidney transplant is needed 
and you have recently ex­ 
pired, 
the 
doctors 
can 
proceed at once, without 
waiting and perhaps wasting 
your precious gift of life. 
If a card or letter is on your 
person the doctors attending 
you will take care of the rest. 
This 
includes 
making 
arrangements to give the 
body to a medical university 
if they have need for bodies. 
The 
card 
or 
document, 
however, must be signed by 
the donor and witnessed by 
two persons. 
Aside from telling you how 
to do it — and providing an 
entertaining 
history 
of 
donating bodies and organs, 
Hendin’s book discusses the 
total picture of death. He 
discusses in a lucid manner 
the problem of determining 
death and problems rdlated 
to transplants. There is also 
good advice on facing the 
facts of dying and a special 
chapter on children and 
death. How do you deal with 
death 
or 
explain 
it 
to 
children? 
Dr. Denton Cooley, who 
performed many of early 
heart transplants reviewed 
the book and commented that 
it “ is a splendid compilation 
of information gathered from 
many sources, and should be 
read by all intelligent and 
rationai persons concerned 
with the meaning and pur­ 
pose of our existence as 
human beings ... Society 
must cope with many special 
problems concerned with the 
dead 
and 
dying. 
I 
will 
recommend (this book) to 
enlighten medical colleagues, 
to 
comfort 
relatives 
of 
bereaved, and to others 
desiring insight into death.” I

' Jesus People' Movement 
Ignores Church, Is Claim

Church authorities 
are 
taking a harder look at the 
youthful Jesus movement 
and find some of its methods 
shallow. 
devious 
and 
potentially 
harmful. 
Its 
energies also seem to be run­ 
ning out in some areas. 
“ The danger is that many 
young people may be so 
scarred by their experience 
I hat they will be ‘burnt out’ as 
far as future religious ex­ 
perience goes,” 
concluded 
the Rev. Laurence Murphy, a 
Roman Catholic, after a 
special 
study 
of 
the 
movement. 
Another critique 
came 
from a Protestant theologian, 
the Rev. Walter R. Beach, of 
Washington. 
D.C., 
who 
pointed out that the “ Jesus 
people,” in shunning the 
organized church, are 
ig­ 
noring a key teaching of 
Jesus himself. 
Jesus stressed the impor­ 
tance of the church. 
Dr. 
Beach said, adding: “ Apart 
from his intention to form a 
church, the events recorded 
in the Biblical Book of Acts 
are unintelligible.” That book 
describes formation of the 
church. 
Father Murphy, director of 
the 
U.S. 
Catholic 
Con­ 
ference’s division of higher 
education in W’ashington, 
said 
the movement 
is 
“ frequently 
antirational,” 
f r e q u e n t l y 
v e r y 
manipulative,” and 
“ often 
utterly naive.” 


A “ very simplistic men­ 
tality” is found throughout 
much of the movement, he 
said, suggesting that it is 
“ easy to be saved if you love 
Jesus, clap your hands or 
honk your horn.” The focus is 
on “ feelings, emotions, ‘ex­ 
periences’.” 
Some ‘charismatic’ leaders 
use techniques to persuade 
and even to coerce young 
people,” he added. “ They 
manipulate their emotional 
needs...and at times quite 
knowingly use the Bible 
dishonestly.” 


Dr. Beach, field secretary 
of the Seventh-dav Adventist 
Church, pointed out that 
while Jesus emphasized the 
“ centrality of the church,” 
the Jesus movement brushes 
this aside and largely rejects 
the organized churches 


Jesus, in voicing his ob­ 
jective of founding ‘‘my 
church,” said: “ The powers 
of death will not 
prevail 
against it,” 


Nevertheless, 
Dr. 
Beach 
said, organized Christianity 
might 
well 
follow 
one 
example of the Jesus people 
in going “ into the market 
place, into the arena of the 
world’s 
activity, 
where 
people are ” 


That, incidentally, was also 
a pattern followed by Jesus’ 
early church. But it did so 
with the intellectual un­ 
derpinning of a pre-eminent 
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theologian, the missionary- 
apostle Paul. 
One 
of 
the 
frequent 
criticism s 
of 
the 
Jesus 
movement has been that it is 
generally scornful of Biblical 
scholarship and theology, 
insisting that just reading 
and interpreting the Bible for 
themselves is sufficient. 
“ It is assumed with un­ 
critical 
conviction 
that 
anything departing from the 
preview 
of 
their 
literal 
luiiudinemaiism is oemonic 
and 
unsaved,” 
writes 
theologian 
Eugene 
C. 
Bianchi, of Emory University 
in Atlanta. 
“ With 
such 
a 
basically 
antiintellectual 
presump­ 
tion.” he adds, “ scholarly 
Scriptural 
exegess 
is 
dismissed lest it interfere” 
with their narrow “ reading 
into the Bible” what they 
choose.

Fabbrini Family Foods of 
Ossineke, Mich., expects by 
the end of February to be able 
to say that none of its frozen 
pizza is on the retail market, 
the FDA said. 
The firms were the only iwo 
known to have

toxin from United Canning 
Co.. East Palestine, Ohio, the 
FDA said. 
The toxin has not been con­ 
firmed in any products of ei­ 
ther of the two firms, the 
FDA said, but w'as found in 
five lots involving 18.475 cans 
of mushrooms produced by 
United Canning.

Will Begin at Quaker Mfg. Corp.

A 130-acre site owned by 
the Salem Area Industrial 
Development Corp (SAIDC) 
may be the last suitable land 
available in the city for sub­ 
stantial 
industrial 
growth. 
SAIDC has improved the 
site by grading, clearing land 
and channeling two mean­ 
dering springs. 
What is now needed is a 
road to provide access to the 
site, according to A1 Cleve­ 
land. executive secretary of 
the Salem Area Chamber of 
Commerce, 
with 
which 
SAIDC is affiliated. 
STEADY. CONTROLLED 
expansion of the industrial 
community is a goal that 
SAIDC members believe will 
benefit virtually everyone in 
the Salem community. 
By creating new jobs, new 
industries would increase the 
amount of payroll cash being 
spent for housing and con­ 
sumer goods in Salem, and 
both city income tax and real 
estate taxes would provide 
increased governmental re­ 
sources. Cleveland points out. 
At the same time. Cleve­ 
land is well aware of the dan­ 
gers of too much or too rapid 
industrial growth, with which 
housing and utilities cannot 
keep up 
As a result, he has been try­ 
ing to recruit industries of 
medium size, those employ­ 
ing up to 
150 production 
workers, to come to Salem. 
W H ILE SAJ.E.M can bene 
fit from the current trend of 
industries to 
locate away 
from crowded urban areas, 
the competition for new in­ 


dustry is keen, Cleveland 
said. 
“ There is a trend of indus­ 
try looking for smaller com­ 
munities. where the living is 
easier,” Cleveland said. “ But 
every community has some­ 
thing to offer.” 
Cleveland has studied with 
envy 
the 
brochures some 
nearby towns have circu­ 
lated, showing industrial 
sites 
available 
with 
all 
utilities, 
roads, 
railroad 
sidings, and other attractions 
already installed. 
With competition of this 
sort, industrial prospects are 
not very anxious to hike over­ 
land to a potential site that 
has no access road. Cleveland 
notes. 
SAIDC HAS 
submitted a 
formal request to City Coun­ 
cil to consider giving priority 
to a project involving con­ 
struction of a segment of 
Pennsylvania Avenue to pro­ 
vide access to SAIDC's future 
industrial park. 
The cost for the first phase 
of the proposed project has 
been estimated for SAIDC by 
Howells and Baird, civil engi­ 
neers, at $55,968 48. This 
would provide a granulated 
slag road from Allen Road 
south to the site of the.Rt. 45 
bypass, now under construc­ 
tion 
A second phase of the proj­ 
ect. for which no cost esti­ 
mate has been made, would 
complete 
Pennsylvania 
Avenue from the Rt. 45 by­ 
pass site to the present dead­ 
end just north of Warren 
Molded Plastics. 
C ITY (01 NCIL 
has not 
yet determined its priorities 


for capital 
improvement 
spending. 
The Pennsy lv a nia Av enue 
project would be a po ssible 
use for federal 
rev enue 
sharing funds, since capital 
improvements are among the 
uses for the funds that are 
recommended by the federal 
government. Salem ’s 1972 
revenue sharing allocation 
was $180,346. 
“ That 
way, 
the 
project 
would not take any funds 
away from other city projects 
that are-being financed with 
city income tax. revenue,” 
Cleveland said. 
“ Pennsylvania Avenue is 
the key to industrial growth 
in Salem ,” according to 
George W. Rogers, a SAIDC 
board member apd publisher 
of the Salem News. “ With the 
access to major highways 
provided by the Rt. 45 bypass 
and. eventually, the relocated 
Rt. 62, the northwest area is 
definitely the area to look 
toward for development.” 


Already, Deming Division 
of Crane 
Co. 
has 
begun 
operations in a new $6 million 
plant on Allen Road, in the 
same vicinity. Pennsylvania 
Avenue as 
it 
now 
exists 
serves Sekely Tool and Die 
Inc. and Warren Molded 
Plastics, a firm that has 
grown so rapidly since 1970 
that it is now one of Salem’s 
largest employers.

dream of the Society had 
been a Museum to preserve 
the city’s heritage. This was 
realized when Mr. Pearce, a 
mortician and civic leader, 
gave the building on S. 
Broadway. 
BIGGEST CIVIC EVENT 
promoted by the Society was 
the Sesquicentennial celebra­ 
tion in June 1956 with George 
H. 
Bowman, 
executive 
chairman. 
At the Society’s F'eb. 3, 
1948, meeting the members 
went on record as opposing 
the destruction of the old 
Town Hall on E. State St., 
next to the old Lape hotel.

National headlines about 
the 
energy 
crisis 
and 
regulations 
over 
mining 
industries have a very direct 
effect on the Salem Tool Co. 
Small in size, the 72-year- 
old firm is the world leader in 
manufacture and develop­ 
ment of coal recovery drills, 
which are used horizontally 
to obtain coal that would 
otherwise be wasted. 
The drilling is done without 
disturbing the earth’s sur­ 
face, making the technique 
known as auger mining one of 
the most ecologically sound 
and least expensive methods 
for producing the vital fossil 
fuel that powers the nation. 
Founded in 1901 in Leetonia 
as the Leetonia Tool Co., the 
firm moved one year later to 
Salem, where thé present 
name was adopted. 
THE E A R LIE S T products 
were simple miner’s tools, 
and 
later 
products 
for 
railroad and food industries 
were added. That era of 
development was concluded 
with the addition of lawn 
spreaders and hose reels to 
the product line. 
During World W ar II, 
Salem Tool began making 
drills for use 
in 
mineral 
exploration, blasting, and in 
the laying of sewer, gas and 
water lines. 
This brought them the 
novel idea of mining coal by 
drilling horizontally into the 
seam, using the bit-and-brace 
principle 
familiar to car­ 
penters. 
AS SALEM 
Tool augers 
drill into a coal seam, the 
chunks of coal broken loose 
are fed backward through the 
spirals, then are dumped onto 
a small 
conveyor at the 
bottom of the machine. 
The small conveyor feeds 
into a large elevating con­ 
veyor, also made by Salem 
Tool, which carries the coal 
directly to a waiting truck. 
Used in contour mining and 
as a follow-up to surface and 


u n d e rg ro u n d 
m in in g 
operations, auger mining has 
helped to hold down overall 
costs in the coal mining in­ 
dustry. 
With regulations requiring 
miners to restore land that 
has been surface mined, the 
auger mine assists the coal 
producer in his efforts to 
meet the demand for coal 
while keeping production and 
reclamation 
costs 
at 
a 
minimum. 
SOUND AUGER 
mining 
practices do not disturb the 
surface, and with the high 
degree of directional ac­ 
curacy offered by Salem Tool 
augers, it is possible to keep 
the drill within the coal seam, 
so that ground water does not 
wash out of the hole. 
Through the years, Salem 
Tool has watched the needs of 
the auger mining industry 
swing from ever-increasing 
hole sizes to smaller and 
smaller diameters. 
In the earlier period, coal 
seams available for augering 
were much thicker than they 
are today. 
Salem Tool’s drill 
sizes 
grew to meet the needs, but 
today, with smaller seams 
being mined in the eastern 
coal fields, the augers are 
becoming smaller than ever, 
and equipment 
is being 
designed to drill several 
small holes simultaneously. 
SALEM TOOL 
officials, 
stressing the national im­ 
portance of the supply of coal, 
stated, “ Some sections of the 
country have already ex­ 
perienced power shortages 
and others have been spared 
only by an unusually mild 
winter.” 
In spite of the restrictions 
being placed on miners, 
however, Salem Tool officials 
expressed optimism for the 
industry, saying the current

To Allotments 


Located in Damascus since 
1941, Bayless Mobile Homes 
expanded into the liquid 
propane (LP) gas business in 
1948 by building the first bulk 
plant in Mahoning County. 
Since then, the gas has been 
an important part of the 
business. Bayless has also 
participated in the growth of 
the mobile home industry 
that has helped alleviate the 
national 
housing shortage. 
More than 
600,000 mobile 
homes are expected to be 
built this year. 
This summer, Bayless will 
be leasing a new mobile home 
park at Guilford Lake, to be 
known as Mosher Manor. 
LP gas is used as a fuel 
source for mobile homes, but 
it also has many applications 
in industry, commerce and 
agrculture. 
Grain drying placed a 
strong demand on the gas this 
winter, 
as the 
late 
corn 
harvest and high moisture 
content caused a tight supply 
situation in December. The 
mild January weather helped 
to alleviate the shortage. 
With combined sales in 1972 
reaching more than $800.000, 
Bayless 
expects 
a 
con­ 
siderable increase in 1973, 
according to Curt Mosher, 
president of the firm. 
Bruce Bayless is sales 
manager, Homer Messer is 
service manager, and Kay 
Knoedler is office manager. 
The firm employs nine full­ 
time workers and adds part- 
time help during the summer.

modern facilities, the Salem 
Cam pus 
of 
Kent 
S tate 
University seems destined to 
grow along with the rest of 
the community in coming 
years. 
Students at Kent State- 
Salem 
m ay 
earn 
their 
associate degrees in arts and 
sciences, 
business 
a d ­ 
m inistration, education, and 
fine and professional arts at 
low cost within a short 
distance of their homes. 
Yearly tuition at the fully- 
accredited institution on Rt. 
45 about a mile south of 
Salem is only $660, while the 
faculty-student ratio stands 
at a relatively low 23 to 1. 


Since relations between in­ 
structors and students are 
closer than on a large main 
campus, the failure and drop­ 
out rate is below average.

already has graduated seven 
local policemen. The con­ 
tinuing education program 
offers special classes in a 
variety of fields open to many 
residents of the area. 
SIX OF THE 
two-year 
associate degree programs 
are in the area of engineering 
technologies, including civil 
engineering,

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Library Meets Patrons’ Needs

From th eir beginnings, 
libraries have striven to meet 
the needs of their patrons. 
Today, 
some 
159 years 
since the 
beginnings of 
libraries in Salem, the Public 
Library continues striving to 
meet those needs. As 1973 
begins, the Library offers a 
large array of public services 
including seven innovations 
.of the past year. People are of 
.p rim ary 
in tere st to 
the 
library. With this in mind, 
new innovations are sought to 
better serve them in every 
way. 
THE FIRST 
cooperative 
subscription library in Salem 
was formed in 1814 when fifty 
stockholders 
contributed 
$3.00 each to start the first 
c o lle c tio n . 
P ro g re ss in g 
through six organizations, the 
present organization dates 
back to 1895. The generosity 
of Andrew Carnegie provided 
the m ain portion of the 
p resen t building in 1905. 
Later, a gift of Mrs. Ashbel 
Carey, 
the first librarian 
provided for an addition. In 
m ore 
re cen t 
y ears, 
a 
program of renovation has 
been introduced 
as funds 
allow. 
Nearly all of the Library’s 
funds come from the County 
Intangible Taxes as a p ­ 
propriated by the Colum­ 
biana County Budget Com- 


m ission. 
In 
1972, 
ex­ 
penditures from the General 
Fund amounted to $73,068.25. 
Even with this expenditure, 
the Library is hard pressed to 
meet the needs of its patrons. 
The Salem Public Library 
became a 
School ’District 
Library in 1921. Hence the 
Board of Education appoints 
the Library Board of seven 
members for term s of seven 
years. The Library Board is 
responsible for the budget 
and 
determ ines 
lib rary 
policy. Daniel E. Smith was 
elected Board president in 
mid 1972 when W alter F. 
Deming resigned the position 
after many years of excellent 
leadership. 
FREE LIBRARY service 
is available to all residents of 
Columbiana County and to 
persons working or going to 
school in the Salem School 
District. At present 57,913 
books. 
766 
records, 
175 
magazines, 13 newspapers, 
pam phlets, pictures, and 
microfilm stand ready for 
patron use. 
In 1972 over 8,118 borrowers 
took advantage of library 
service by circulating 145,905 
books and other lib ra ry , 
m aterials and by asking. 
14,091 
reference questions. 
Of 
the 
14,091 
reference 
questions asked, many were 
answered by NOLA (Nor­ 
th eastern 
Ohio 
L ibrary 
A ssociation). As 
a 
p a r­ 
ticip an t 
in 
the 
NOLA 


referen ce 
netw ork, 
the 
library can communicate by 
telephone with any of 23 
libraries in a five county 
area. The Public Library of 
Youngstown and Mahoning 
County serves as resource for 
the network. This innovation 
has enabled Salem to supply 
patrons with in depth and 
technicaj m aterials o th e r­ 
wise beyond local library 
resources. 
At the same time, local 
children’s services are being 
improved by means of a 
federal project to upgrade six 
'Columbiana County library 
children’s collections with an 
expenditure of over $42,000. 
While ad m in istratin g the 
entire project, Salem ’s own 
children's collection will add 
and replace over 1,000 worn 
and outdated books. 
IN OTHER 
areas, 
the 
library initiated several new 
program s recently. 
For adults, the Coffee-Book 
Klatch, a monthly program 
has experienced great suc­ 
cess with an average of 25 
women m eeting to enjoy 
coffee, conversation and book 
reviews. Parents have en­ 
joyed gathering at the library 
for 
coffee 
on 
S aturday 
mornings while their children 
attend the Story Hour. The 
Library ended 1972 with a 
“ Fine Free Day” for those 
patrons 
who found long 
overdue m aterials they had 
not returned. Some 344 books

Post Office Keeping Up 
With Population Growth 


Keeping 
14,700 patrons 
happy is a difficult job. Just 
ask the Post Office. 
P o stm a ste r Ray Reich, 
com m enting 
on 
growth 
facto rs, explains 
that 
a 
greater increase has been 
shown in the five Salem rural 
routes as compared to the 
city delivery statistics. 
THE NUMBER of patrons 
this year on the rural routes 
is 11,518, an increase of more 
than 2,500 patrons in the last 
ten years. 
The 
combined 
length of the routes was 231 
miles in 1963 and is now 245 
miles. 
Reich went on to say that a 
study of the “overburdened” 
rural routes is being con­ 
ducted to consider reducing 
their size by creating two new 
routes. 
In comparison to the rural 
mail delivery, city delivery 
statistics have stayed nearly 
the sam e and personnel has 
actually been reduced by one 
fulltime clerk. 
Reich said the motorization 
of all 
but 
the downtown 
business district route has 
resulted 
in 
a 
savings 
of 
manhours, causing one of the 
Regular city routes to become 
auxiliary and the parcel post 


route to be eliminated. 
POPULATION 
served by 
the deliveries within the city 
has 
in creased 
from 
an 
estim ated 14,336 to 14,700 in 10 
years. 
There has been quite an 
increase in postal revenue 
during a ten year period, 
Reich pointed out. Receipts 
totaled $363,333 in 1962‘ while 
in 1972 they hit an all-time 
high of $639,066. 
The Postm aster attributes 
much of the difference to 
increased postal rates, and 
an increase in volume items, 
other than parcel post. 
Clerk positions with the 
Salem 
branch 
have 
been 
reduced from 12 to 11, due to 
new methods of the recently- 
created U. S. Postal Service. 
Reich explained 
Looking backw ard, the 
veteran 
postal 
official 
acknowledges that much of 
the over-the-road service 
deteriorated with the loss of 
the mail trains, and private 
competition has cut into the 
parcel 
post 
business 
seriously. 
However, the new Postal 
Service is working 
hard to 
im prove serv ice, 
Reich 
declared. 


valued 
at 
$1,000 w ere 
returned 
by patrons taking 
advantage of the day. Bad 
weather perhaps prevented 
many others from returning 
m aterials needed to meet 
other patron requests. 
With increasing service 
demands, parking has been 
the 
priority 
req u est 
of 
patrons. 
T hrough 
the 
generosity of the Salem 
Public L ibrary M em orial 
Fund Association, phase I of 
a parking lot was installed in 
the Fall of 1972. Phase II, 
black top and curbing will be 
completed during the sum ­ 
m er of 1973. 
RECENT 
developments 
have not all been good. The 
flooding of September 17,1972 
left the library with four 
inches of water on the ground 
level damaging or destroying 
133 books. Finances were 
threatened during the Ohio 
C ongressional 
debate 
to 
abolish the Intangibles Taxes 
(the main means of library 
support.) Currently the Nixon 
Budget which discontinues 
federal aid to libraries will 
term inate the 
NOLA and 
Children’s Services projects. 
The Salem Public Library 
retains its interest in people 
and 
plans 
a 
continuing 
program of innovative ser­ 
vices to meet the needs of the 
area.

Vincent Cianciola, general 
manager of Lisbon Spring & 
Wire on Grant Street sees the 
business outlook as “ very 
good, better than last year.” 
The company, in business 
for 23 years, employs 40 and 
manufactures coil springs for 
the auto industry and hard­ 
ware for overhead garage 
doors.

predicts business w ill be 
“ real good” in builders’ 
supplies, concrete and feeds. 
One of its less well-known 
lines is as a distributor of 
explosives, which accounts 
for nearly a fourth of the total 
volume. Although it has only 
a dozen or so customers, all 
are major customers and are 
located in Ohio, Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia.

completion of State Route 11 
and prospects of the six-mile 
Route 344 road relocation 
project linking Leetonia and 
Salem. 
Harry Ginther, veteran 
councilman and chairman of 
the planning commission, 
declares that land 
values 
have “ skyrocketed” in the 
village since the opening of 
Route 11 and home building, 
virtually at a standstill for a 
number of years, has begun 
in flurries throughout the 
town. 
Of special interest are the 
construction of a 
six-unit 
apartment on Somer St. and a 
four-unit townhouse on State 
St. along with a number of 
single dwellings, especially in 
the Washington St. area. 
Also completed, but not yet 
officially occupied, is the new. 
Joe

Legion Post on E.High St. 
A MAJOR building project 
is scheduled to begin this 
spring. Mr. and Mrs. Sher­ 
man Fletcher of Salem plan 
the construction of a $750,000 
convalescent and alcoholic 


rehabilitation center on a 
four-acre plot on Washington 
St. T he home will provide 100 
beds for patients and second 
story living quarters for the 
owners. 
O ther 
co n stru ctio n 
scheduled for this year will 
include the development of a 
55-lot residential site located 
north of town and con­ 
struction of a duplex at the 
southwest corner of State and 
Madison Sts.
